The Clerk read the first lection of the bill, 


when Mr. Edgerton moved an. amendment, sub- 
stituting the bill heretofore paiMd by the House 
fur organizing only Nebraska, contendfng that 
this had created no sectional difficulty. It did 
not propose to repeal the Missouri Compromise, 
nnd contained more of the doctrino of nou-in- 
tor.eirion than that before the comiuitteo. 


Mr. Craigc opposed the bill for reason* that 


lie preferred tho present bill. 


Mr. Uidtliiigg, of Ohio, moved to strike out 


from the House bill the provision that when 
admitted as a State or State*, thu said Territory 
or any portion ot the same, may be received 
with or without Slavery, as its constitution may 
proHcribc. He said, the idea that we should 
lugislatu for those who are to come after us 
wan ubtiurd. The attempt to bind tho future 
CuugrcMeH wu in vain, and ho would resist the 
attempt. 


Mr Clingmnn of N. C.— I am opposed to the 


amendment. It was rejected. 
Ayes 53 — Noes 


not counted. 


Mr. Wftllpy, of Mass., moved an amendment, 


to the ull'ert that tho Territory shall not, during 
tho year 18o4, be erected into a Territorial gov- 
ernment. It was unwise to act on this matter 
now. 
It' gentlemen do not think so they will 


before the year expires. Rejected — 77 agtiiunt 
10*i. 


Mr. Peckhnm, of N. York, offered an amend- 


ment so a* to have but one Territorial govern- 
mont._ Ho offored it iu good faith, because he 
perct'hcd th« majority wero doing what the 
Chairman of the Committee on Territories had 
advised them to do — namely, voting down all 
umcmltuentri. 
That gentleman bud said he 


wanted t\\o Territorial government* now, to 
prevent a light in future. Dut-this vvtw a poor 
principle. It may be one of progression, but it 
IB entitled to no other encomium. 


Mr. Wright, of P»., opposed the amendment, 


because the Territory i* too largo fur only oue 
government. 


Rejected— 83 ngulnst 100. 
Mr. Muco, of la., ottered an amendment that 


the Territorial Legislature shall nut have pow- 
er to admit or exclude Slavery at any time by 
law. Ho insisted that he wished to expose the 
humbug nnnouuci'd hero in stump speeches. 


Mr. English, of la. — I would ask my col- 


league whether, if tho amendment should be 
adopted, he will vote for the bill. 


Mr. Mace— I will. 
Mr. English— Then I'll vote for the amend- 


ment. 


Rejected— 76 against 94. 
3Ir. Parker, of'Ia., offered nn amendment of 


bounties, with a view to encourage largo free 
soil immigration to Kansas, to exclude Slavery. 


KojectL-d— ti6 against 85. 
Mr. Fluglcr, of N. Y., offered an amendment 


that this bill shall nut take eti'ccc uutil the In- 
dian title to lands tthall bo extiuguinhed. 
He 


proposed it in good faith, as on additionul rea- 
son whv this objectioublo bill should nut be 
pressed through. 


Kejoeted — (>3 against 84. 
Mr. Fuller, of Me., offered the following; 
" The Legislature shull huve power to establish 
or exclude Sltivery, as they shall see proper." 
A« a National Democrat he should like to vote 
for the bill, but would not, as at present ad- 
vised, unless his nmeudiaent bo adopted. In 
the Hpirit of kindnete, ho asked his friends who 
stood by him in the Thirty-first Congress, to 
yield a little to Northern feelings ou the ques- 
tion. 


Mr. Kiddle, of Del.— I am oppoied to the 


amendment. 


Rejected— 71 ngninut 91. 
Mr, Eliot, of Muss., offered an amendment, 


that the Territories shall be admitted a* State* 
without Slavery. 


Rejected — Ayes, 42; Nays not counted. 
Mr. Campbell, of Ohio, offered the Wilmot 


Proviso amendment, saying there is a spirit 
abroad which will rttisu this on banners, if with 
reckless hand, the Missouri Comproiuiso shall 
bo torn from the statute book. 


Mr. Preston, of Ky., merely said he opposed 


it. 


The amendment wa« rejected — Aye* 50. 


iTfovonionUi of the Squatter ttorereiijB*. 
The St. Joseph's (Mo.) Gazette of May 10th, 


reports the proceedings of a meeting of "claim 
nnts" in the Nebraska Territory, which would 
Vet'iu to indicate that the squatters are not only 
in favor of having Slavery there, but that they 
are determined to transplant there the color- 
phobic prejudices which have so signallxed Il- 
linois and Indiana. Tho resolutions passed by 
tho " Sovereigns" of modesty propose to take 
tho welfare of the territory into their own 
hands, waiting for, though in anticipation of tho 
pro-slavery notion of Congress, under an organ 
ization of their own coucoction, thus : 


Hcnolir/1, Thnt this meeting now proceed to 


elect a Register of Claims, whoso duty it shall 
bu tu rcgixtcr all claims, and for each claim he 
shall receive the sum of fifty cent* — not to take 
ert'eet for thirty days. 


/{fioivcrl, That said Register shall describe 


paid claims in a book kept for said purpose as 
they shall be established by witnesses — nil 
qucHtiong of right being settled npou the prin 
ciples of the foregoing resolution. 


Retained, That when a claim is established 


and registered, this meeting will protect the 
owner thereof against the claim or claims of all 
persons whatsoever. 


Knotrrd, That a violation of any prinriple set- 


tled by the foregoing resolutions shall place ttt 
of tatter if Mont the pale of protection from t*u 
mcrtiajr. 


Having elected one D. H. Johnson Register, 


they nest resolved. " That no free negro ^per- 
mitted to make a claim on this Territory .'" And 
then they wind up with the following modest 
bit of "squatter sovereignty" : 


Kcsolred, That we are In favor of Douglas's
